Brother Daniel Milter's Trouble, 
Notice of my expulsion was given in the 
Evangelist during the summer. It however, 
took three different church meetings to con- 
clude the work. The pretence for which 1 was 
arraigned was for writing a communication 
found in the Northern Indianian, July 8,1882. 
This was the paper that published the daily 
during the Anuual Meeting of 1882. 1 was 
engaged during that meeting to get items for 
the editor. During the meeting he announc- 
ed that be would have something more to say 
about the trouble in that church in the near 
future. It fell to my lot to write that matter 
up : the public being anxious to know what 
that trouble is. 1 made as correct a state- 
ment of the perplexities then existing, as mv 
understanding was able to comprehend, ff 
one hundred brethren would each write up the 
subject, probably do two would be just alike, 
yet tni^ht all be true in detail. Men do not 
all talk alike, write alikc,or think alike. This 
is much otting to our education, prejudices or 
relations, It is certain, no one can write any 
thing in regard to our unpleasantness unless 
crossing one element or the other. This was 
my untortunate condition. It ia not denied 
that wrongs wereenmmitted somewhere, but I 
am not permitted to say where the wrong lies, 
unless I say the party called Progressives did 
all the bad work. 1 can do no way but view 
the right as God gives me to gee the right. 
The reader ean form no conclusion whether 
that statement of the condition of the church 
-»♦ thnt ti-nc was crrrect <t not ; 'init it is too 
long to insert heir ; if the editor wishes to in 
sert it at some future time I will furnish a 
copy. The piper containing the article was 
read by many brethren at the time (for it has 
a large ctrcul.it ion), but not a word of -om- 
plaint was brought into the eh urch until more 
than a year after it was written. The com- 
plaint came from another congregation, and a 
numlier of characters were engaged in work- 
tug upthe scheme j prominent among tbeoiR. 
II. Miller, lie prosecuted the ease against me 
much more alW the manner of a crafty petti- 
fogger than a brother. His impudence is heat 
understood when stated that: he was not call- 
ed by the church. The first day he announc- 
ed that I should only be dealt with for writing 
that communication. The Becond dav he ac- 
cused me for exposing the church tn the world; 
and therefore the doom was announced that I 
was expelled by one majority. The Annual 
Meeting minutes allow ail except close rels> 
tiotiB to be named in the council ; but R. II. 
Miller sa«- fit to set these aside, and ordered 
more distant relatives out when the council 
was taken and in this way mft de his one ma- 
jority ; and in consequence ot bo much crook- 
ednesa,tt had the effect to demoralize this arm 
of the German Baptist church badly. A 
committee therefore, was Bought to make 
things more satisfactory. The committee of 
five elders came on the 20th day of Sept. last. 
R. II. Miller came with the same audacity ; 
and in addition to what he accused me ot be- 
fore, a vered that I said | "I was a Progres- 
sive." Tnis he repealed over and over, to the 
committee. And aUo that I had been writing 
other communication* in the PitomiRssiVE 
Chiustian. "Here is one," he said, "in my 
hand, dated April 4th, '83, headed "Conserva- 
tive Inconsistencies,' which is just as bad as 
the one read to-day.'* 

Perhaps the reader will allow me to assert 
here, that during the spirited controversy pre- 
vious to the acceptance of tbe Berlin Commit 
tee Report, by Miller and Eshelman in B at 
W., I took occasion to severely criticsie Mil- 
ler's schismatic writings. See Progressive 
Chhistian, May 5th, '82. There is nothing 
more difficult to prove than a man's motives ; 
yet motives may be just as easily asserted. I 
will therefore leave it to the reader to (orm 
his own conclusions, whether tnis professed 
conservative leader would.avail himself of the 
opportunity offered here, to chastise me for 
my impudence for meddling in other men's 
business, especially when that business was to 
arouse a prejudice that' will make brethren 
"come three hundred mil** in«t t» mi. Hut. 


have been, he succeeded "admirably in coih- 
vincing the committee that "I was a Progres- 
sive." Therefore they did not want me in the 
German Baptist church unless they could 
change the spots on me. 

Now I am 'expelled from that church, wheth- 
er for language used in that communication, 
or becauae I exposed the church to the world 
(and that would be bad), or baoause I am a 
Progressive, will probably forever remain a 
mystery ; but it will be told, no doubt, just the 
way to suit the occasion. 

When U this work of ostracism and black- 
mailing to cease ? Evidence is not wanting 
that this work is not of the Lord. I hope the 
Lord will forgive them, for tbov know not 
what they do. I never expect to'be identified 
with a people that will all agree with me in 
everything. It makes no difference to me 
wbeiher a brother thinks the moon is inhabit- 
ed or not ; or that the earth was created in thn 
six days as found in Genesis, or long anterior 
to tbe time that light emerged from darkness. 
A brother may believe and express himself on 
any subject that wisdom will dictate ; so he is 
well grounded in the faith : because if thou 
shalt confess with thy mouth Jesus aa Lord, 
and shalt believe in thy hearty that God raised 
him from the dead, thou shalt be saved."
